What is your current line-up? Could you give us a brief band history?

Early ’90 we decided to stpo grumbling and put our money where our mouths were and start or at least 
have a bash at it ourselves. So once it stopped r ainin g we left the garden shed, appeared at the local pub on 
X-Mas Eve, and had the land lord pull the plug. Luckily, he didn’t ban us and we live to tell the tale. So time 
went by, confidence grew, and so did our own material with which we released the "Get Ready to Rumble" Demo 
Tape which sold out around here. Now we have the debut single "Now That’s What I Call". 

Are you happy with h »w your single turned out? 

The single is what we could afford at the time. But yeah, the general opinion of the band and the punters 
who have so far bought it are happy ones. 

Do you get to play often? Who are some bands that you have played with? 

Numerous local gigs around the pub circuit. We just broke into the London one with gigs with the likes 
of CHELSEA, THE ELITE, THE VIBRATORS, RESISTANCE 77. 

Who are some of your influences and favorite bands? 

We were all brought up on SHAM 69 and MADNESS and the other greats of past and present era’s like 
COCK SPARRER, THE BUSINESS, and ARTHUR KAY. 

WTiat are some topics that you cover in your songs? 

Well, a couple of examples would be" S.O.T.S.", portraying the up’s and down’s and the humour of life 
on a scaffold on a summer’s day. "No Regrets" starts with the working week and slows like the setting sun. All 
about a typical night on the piss. So I could say all the things happening in everyday life up your street. Who 
knows, buy the single and find out. 
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Are there any up and coming Oi! bands in Britain that are worth a mention? 

Yeah, we recently played in a pub called the Stick of Rock, owned by Steve Burgess (COCK SPARRER) 
who I’ve heard have done a couple of gigs on the quiet but not a new band worth a mention. The band we did play 
with were THE ELITE, a band from Dunstable. Great band, Great night and worth looking out for. 

What do you think of ail the political divisions within the Skinhead Movement these days? 

It’s churning the cult up. Yoy walk into a pub or a gig full of skins and the first thing that seems to be 
on everyone’s mind is who’s a Blood & Honour, S.H.A.R.P., sussed, Scooter Skin... Wot ever happened to when 
we were all proud to be SKINS and only fought each other over back-to-the-wall reasons?

What is the state of the Skinhead Movement in Great Britain nowadays? How do you see things progressing 
in the future? 

The scene we have mixed in has changed over the years, from Two-Tone to what we now mix it with; 
Skins on the Scooter Scene which goes from strength to strength. All sounds listened to as long as it’s not this way 
or that way left or right. It will progress with the open minded skins, but for those with closed minds it will die. 

Do, you have any merchandise for sale? 

Yeah, the debut single. 

What are your future plans? 

A tour, gigs on the continent, who knows, an invite to play in Chicago! (Just say the word and we’ll work 
on it guys, we’d love to have ya! Ed.) 

Any closing comments? 

Laugh, drink,think and never take life too seriously.

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KICKBACK were first brought to our attention by a friend of ours in France. After reading some positive reviews 
of their demo we decided to see what they had to say. Thanks to Elsa for assisting with the interview. 

When did you form the band? 

The band was formed nearly one year ago and the line-up hasn’t changed. In January 1992, we have released our 
first demo called "The Meaning of Pain" 

Have you played many gigs? Who are some of the bands that you’ve played with? 

So far weve only done four shows, three of them were with local Hardcore bands and we’ve opened for 
AGNOSTIC FRONT. The best show for me was the first one we did. All our friends were there and the pit was 
crazy. Opening for AGNOSTIC FRONT was also really cool> 

Who are your influences and favorite bands? 

We are very influenced by the American Hardcore scene and especially the New York scene. My fave bands are: 
CRO-MAGS, BIOHAZARD, CARNIVORE, BREAKDOWN, D MIZE, SLAYER, KILLING TIME... and more. 
I also like alot of Rap and Death Metal. 

You live in Paris, France. What made you decide to form a Hardcore band? 

It s basically because thats the music we were listening to an ) there was no band playing that kind of music in 
France. 

What are some subjects that you sing about? 

Alot of different subjects. Some of them are about serial killers cause it’s something that fascinates me. The other 
songs have topics that deal with life,the hardcore reality of life, not the one you learn in school. The one that really 
hurts. I’d like to write about love and happiness but theres no room for it in this fucked up world, so you better 
face the facts. 

Are alot of French skinheads into Hardcore? 

Some used to be skinheads but their sick of what the skinhead movement has become. It’s getting trendy amongst 
the French skinhead scene to listen to Hardcore but some don’t know what the fuck Hardcore is! Hardcore is not 
political, so if you’re a nazi, stick to your SKREWDRIVER records and stay the fuck out of Hardcore. 

Is there a healthy Hardcore scene in France? 

No, the French H.C. scene is totally dead. There’s alot of Punk bands who think they are H.C. because they play 
fast. 

What are your occupations besides the band? 

The drummer is still at school, the guitarist and bassist work together in a shop, and I’m unemployed at the 
moment. 

Any band merchindise for sale? 

Nothing at the moment but we’re gonna make some shirts soon 








What are your plans for the future? 

We are going in the studio in June to record a 7" and hopefully we’ll be doing some shows really soon. 
Anything else you would like to say? 

I’m also doing a record label. My first release is DISCIPLINARY ACTION from N.Y. The 7” is $5.00 PPD> 
at my address.

THE STRAW DOGS are a great up and coming Oi! band from London. They have a very good debut single to their credit 
and they seem to have a bright future ahead of them. Pat, their bassist, answered the interview. 

What is your current line-up and when did you form? 

STRAW DOGS were formed in June'91. Tony's voice, Rob's guitar, Pat's bass, and Mark's drumming completes the 
London band's line-up. 

How often do you get to play? is it hard for you to find venues to gig at? 

We've done 9 gigs so far, all in England. It's now getting easier to get gigs as the recession makes venues need our trade. 
Who would you rate as influences and favorite bands? 

We are influenced mainly by early Punk (SEX PISTOLS, GENERATION X, THE CLASH, etc.) and by "Oi!” groups like 
the 4-SKINS, and COCKNEY REJECTS. At the moment we rate SECTION 5, RESISTANCE 77, (U.K.), SLAPSHOT 
& ARRESTING OFFICERS (U.S.A.). 

What are some of the topics that you sing about in your songs? 

’Dead on ArrivaL'-The murder of a skinhead in London (factual account), "Rock-n-Roll Disgrace "-Queers controlling the 
music industry, "Wasted Life"-U.D.A. & I.R.A. gangsters profiting from violence in Northern Ireland, "Little Boys in 
Blue"-Police lying in court to convict a skinhead. 

How long have you been skinheads? What does skinhead mean to you? 

W 7 e have all been skinheads for over 10 years and are proud of being part of this movement that has survived despite of the 
forces that are against it (police, government, mass media), and organizations like SHARP that have divided and weakened 
our movement. 


I understand that your singer Tony is 
a professional boxer. Do the demands 
of his career ever interfere with the 
band? 

No, Tony finds time for the group and 
for training. The only problem is when 
he’s got a fight he can’t get pissed up 
at gigs with the rest of us. 


What is the skinhead scene like in London 
these days? How have things changed over 
the years? 

In 1980 there were probably a few thou¬ 
sand skinheads just in London as it was 
fashionable. At the time MADNESS, BAD 
MANNERS, and the COCKNEY REJECTS were in 
the charts and most skins were in their 
teens, many being at school. 
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Now most skinheads are in their 20’s and as it is no longer fashionable there are less wankers. Small gigs will attract 200’ 
and skins don,t fight each other unless it’s over politics. 

Could you tell us a little about Hammer Productions? 

"Hammer" started because of the lack of "Oi!" gigs in London. It is run by the bands involved. There is one "Hammer" 
gig each month in London at the moment and we hope to improve on this. 

You have released a single "Dead on Arrival", are you pleased with it? Has it been well received? 


We are not 100% happy with "Dead on Arrival" although it has been a good debut and we seem to have gotten alot of 
support from it. 


What are your views on politics? 

We are not a political band, but we do sing about issues 
that affect and concern us. We don’t steer clear of 
saying what we think is right. 

Do you have any band merchandise for sale? 

Apart from "Dead on Arrival" we haven’t got anything else 
yet. 

What are you plans for the future? 

We’ve got a track on an international album "Oil, It’s a 
World League" out this summer and our second single will 
be out about the same time. We plan to play as many gigs 
as possible, hopefully some of them in Europe this year. 

Any thing else you’d like to say? 

Thanks to Boot Party for this interview, and all you 
true skins in the U.S.A. keep the faith

Please give us a brief history of your band. 




Well we started 4 years ago. We all liked Oi! music so we decided to try and make a band. The beginning was 
really awful because you need alot of money for the material, you need somewhere to rehearse, so it was really hard 
for us. 2 years ago we decided to take it more seriously and we recorded a demo in a cheap studio. We only made 
100 copies of this demo for friends etc. A year later we did our 2nd demo and we are really happy with the results, 
now we have gigs to play and we have repaid all our debts.

What does your name stand for? 

ZAKARRAK is Basque Language and it means something as brutal or rude.

Well, it has been difficult but now we get them easier 
than before. 

Who would you rate as influences and how w 7 ould you describe your sound? 



Our influences are the old Oi! groups from the old times: 4-SKINS, LAST RESORT, COCKNEY REJECTS, 
SHAM 69, RED ALERT...

It’s difficult to say that because there are alot of good bands. Maybe one particular mention to RED ALERT, 
that is my favorite band. 

What are some topics that are covered in your songs?

Desmond Dekker And The Aces 
The Scofflaws 

The Cubby Bear Lounge, Chicago IL

It was a night that will remain in my mind for a long time. Desmond Dekker played Chicago, and I covered it for the zine! 
March.28 at the Cubby Bear, he played to a sussed-out crowd that came from as far as Milwaukee to see the little man himself. He 
was on tour of the country with the Scofflaws, those seminal New York Skanksters. ( _____ 

The Scofflaws started off by playing all their great songs, including a brilliant cover of Danny Elfman s PEE-WEE S BIO 
ADVENTURE They did a great job of getting the crowd up and dancing and they really played some skanking songs. Their 
inspired version of Nancy Sinatra’s THESE BOOTS ARE MADE FOR WALKING had me stomping my boots to the rockin’ beat. 
We managed to have a sort of conversation after their set in their dressing room. 

BP: First off, let me say that you guys are great. I’m glad that I got the chance to catch you guys on your current tour and I hope 
you pass through here again, and soon. Who should I be talking to? Who’s going to be interviewed? 

Mike and Rich: We will! 

BP: Thanks. When did you guys form? 

Mike: We formed back in the ’Eighties, in 1988 to be exact. 

Rich: And to clarify something, we are Rude Boys. Everybody always asks if we are Skins. 

BP: That was my next question. So how do you like the Skinheads in New York? 

Mike: They’re OK I guess... 

Rich: We’re not knocking them, you understand, it’s just that we’ve been too busy lately to hang out. 

Mike: Yeah, we’re knocking ourselves out on this tour and writing new stuff! 

BP: Cool. What’s your line-up? 

Mike: Rich Brooks- lead vocals, tenor sax 
Mike Drance- lead vocals, baritone sax 
Paul Gebhart- alto sax 
Buford O’Sullivan- trombone 
Keri Lafferty- piano 
Victor Rice- bass 
Brian Lav an- guitar 
John Souldo- drums 

BP: Do you guys have any future plans? 

Rich: We might record some of our new stuff-who knows? If anyone wants our cassette or CD, have them contact me. And thanks 

for taking the time to talk with us. 

BP: No problem. Thanks for the interview.

Desmond Dekker is a man who needs no introduction to the older Skinheads who read this zine. He is one of the originators 
of the original Skinhead style, and his music has helped shape our cult in more ways than could possibly be imagined. Since he first 
went to England in the late sixties, Demond has helped the Skins, who are his biggest fans. Even after being attacked by National 
Front Skins, he still loves us. 

After I had talked to the Scofflaws, I went off to see Desmond strut his stuff. Before the set started, however, I was attacked 
by the road manager. Seems he was convinced that BOOT PARTY didn’t exist; while he was checking to make sure the zine was 
real and not some elaborate hoax, who should walk up to me but Desmond himself. He was in a good mood, cracking jokes and 
laughing nervously. We talked for a few minutes before he took the stage, and he told me to be backstage after the show, in order 
l o continue our conversation. I quickly agreed. 











Desmond's show was a true spectacle, with Desmond dancing up a storm in his own unmistakable style. His hits that were 
played that night Included 007 (Shanty Town), Fu Manchu, Rude Boy Train, and of course his big hit Israelites. The Aces were sharp 
as hell, and knew exactly what to hit to bring the most out of their instruments. His set was tight, with a smoothness that is so rare 
in Ska today! I soaked it all in, and as his set ended, I headed downstairs. Here is part of what was said. 

(Since my first questions were about the attack, I guess I better fill in the details for those people who don’t know what 
happened. In 19S6, a scooter rally in Great Yarmouth in Britain was hosting Desmond. As he played to a capacity crowd in a local 
nightclub, he was attacked by some 30 NF Skins in what was called by many a planned attack. The club security consisted of many 
NF Skins, and it was said that they aided the attack rather than try to protect the little guy. End of story.) 

BP: First, how are your feelings towards the Skinheads in light of what happened? 

DD: Well, I have no regrets. I still love the Skins, they were always my biggest fans, and I will continue to play for them as long 
as they’ll have me. As for what happened, it was a fluke thing, they were trying to make a point, and I got caught in something 
I shouldn't have been in. I send all the Skins my regards, and I thank them for their support. 

BP: What do you say when people claim that you helped shape the Skins? By that I mean dress, music, all that stuff. 

DD: I tell them that they are right. In the sixties, when the Skins first started, I saw them all the time at my shows. At first only 
a few wore suits, but when I started teasing about that, they all started to wear them. And I think they looked much better for 
it. 

BP: Are you still based in London? 

DD: Yes, but Jamaica is still my home, too. I miss being there, but I’m having too much fun on this tour! 

BP: Do you have any plans to return to America after this tour ends? 

DD: It would depend on how tired I am after this tour. But I would like to. 

BP: Is there anything else you want to say before this ends? 

DD: Just that everyone should unite, and have fun. And thanks to the Skinheads, again, for their support of me over the years. 
That’s it. I don’t want to spoil the interview. 

Afterwards, I spent the better part of the time talking with him about the older Skins he knew, getting a glimpse of the past 
from a man who had seen it. 

FOOTNOTE: Both interviews had to be done in shorthand because 
our tape recorder was not allowed inside the show. .

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ANGELIC UPSTARTS-"Bombed Out 1 

Finally an all new studio album form the Upstarts and it rocks! This is their best release in 10 years. It 
contains 10 songs, not a loser in the bunch. Original guitarist Mond is back slinging the axe and Decca Wade 
makes a welcome reappearance drumming on two cuts. Classic stuff, long live the Upstarts! 

KLASSE KRIAHNALE- "Faccia a Faccia" CD (Division Nada) 

Best Oi! release in a long while. This 14 song CD kicks from start to finish. This is much better than their 
lst.LP (which wasn’t bad). Some great Oi singalongs on here (if you can understand Italian!). 12 Originals, plus 
covers of "Johnny Too Bad" and a moonstomping version of COCK SPARRER’S "Running Riot" Both sung 
beautifully by Antonella. 

KING APPARATUS-CD (Raw Energy) 

This Toronto Ska outfit definitly gets an "A" for originality. Imagine a cross between Ska and Southern 
Rock like LYNYRD SKYNYRD and you won’t be far off the mark. Singer Chris Murry’s style even reminds me 
of Skynyrd vocalist Ronnie VanZant. Thats not a put down as some of the songs on this 17 track CD are quite 
good. Some of the songs are pretty derivative, but this band sounds like no-one else. 

ANOTHER MAN’S POISON-"Now That’s What I Call..." Single 

Skinhead Times called this "the best Oi single since the glory years" and I’m enclined to agree. This is pure 
Oil at it’s finest. These guys sound similar to THE BUSINESS OR the 4-SKINS and are just as good! 3 great 
Oi anthems. Only complaint is the production but that doesn’t detract much from this effort. Extremely impressive! 

VARIOUS ARTISTS-"Ils sont Skinheads Pour L’Eternite" 7in. EP (S.P.E.) 

This record features four French Oi bands contributing one song each.(PLASTIC GANGSTERS, BLEACH 
BOYS, WEST SIDE BOYS, Sc SKINCORPS). Standout of the bunch is the rousing "Rapelle-Toi" By the WEST 
SIDE BOYS but the rest sound decent also. Good cover art and the record comes with inserts containing photos 
and song lyrics from each band. 

THE SELECTER-"Out on the Streets" LP (Receiver) 

This live LP captures THE SELECTER live in front of a hometown crowd in Coventry, England. I usually 
don’t care much for live albums but this is a notable exception. The recording quality and the mix are superb and 
they do stunning versions of their classics such as "On My Radio", "Missing Words","James Bond"...you get the 
picture. A must-have if you’re a SELECTER fan. 

DEMO’S 

ZAKARRAK-Cassette 

Outstanding tape by this Oi band from the Basque region of Spain. It’s one of the most professionally 
packaged demo’s I’ve ever seen with a multi-color cover and foldout sleeve. The music is superb as well. These 
guys are one of the best Oi groups around these days. Some fucking great originals on here as well as covers of 
"Skinhead Girl" and "If the Kids Are United" sung in Spanish. Hopefully some label will have the sense to sign 
them soon. 

AUDACITY-"Where Glory Begins" 

Another very professionally packaged tape! It’s great to see band taking pride in their work. This young 
Chicago skinhead band has an early N.Y.H.C. sound. They remind me a bit of some of the old Boston H.C. bands 
like SSD as well. They turn in a decent performance thats enhanced by the clear crisp production. Good tape, a 
bit fast for me in places, but they show potential. „ , 
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Packed with photos and cuttings from 1969 to today!
